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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 3,5,6,8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claim 3, "the sampled data", "the quantization points", "the quantization 
values", "the source points" lack proper antecedent basis. Claim 11 also have the same 
problem. 

As per claim 6, there are two periods (.) at the end of the claim. 

As per claim 8, the recitation "said generating step (generating coefficient table) 
includes a register, a counter and an adder" appears misdescriptive, since the coefficient table, 
according to the specification, is not generated using a register, a counter and an adder as 
claimed. 

As per claim 9, "the source image size" and "the destination image size" lack 
antecedent basis. 

As per claim 10, "the resultant data value", line 9, lacks a proper antecedent basis. 
As per claim 11, the is a period (.) at the beginning of line 2. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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3. Claims 1,2,4,7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brown (5,732,044). 

Brown discloses in figure 7 a quantized nonlinear curve scaler having a series of latches 
(R1.R2), a shift and add multiplier including a first adder (adder 1) and a shifter (shifter 1) for 
shifting and adding contents of each latch by coefficients provided by a quantized coefficient 
table (ROM 120, TABLE 1), and a second adder (adder 3) for summing coefficient product to 
provide resultant values. The quantized coefficients in the table as shown in TABLE 1, 
column 2, clearly represent an approximation of a sine function symmetrical about its 
centerline with each value in the table representing two symmetrical points about he centerline. 
Further, the teaching of Brown in col. 5, lines 18-20, that the order of execution of the 
coefficients multiplication is by the coefficient numbers in column 1 of TABLE 1, inherently 
suggest a counter for sequentially accessing the coefficients in the table ROM (126).
